animoſity or the ſpirit of party. Much more do.I deſire + 
moſt pointedly to abjure all iricantianes throwing out afingle, 
hint againſt the executive Government. of this country, or 
any one of the Honourable Gentlemen Who compoſe it. I 
ſhould indeed think myſelf fingularly happy if I could by 
any form of words ſo far contrive to diſarm the prejudice 
(if any ſuch exiſt which I do not know) againſt me, as to ob- 
tain a fair and patient hearing for what I ſhall have the ho- 
nour to offer if it be merely in conſideration of that uniform 
and reſpectful filence which I have hitherto oblerved ever 
ſince I have had a ſeat in Parliament. N 
In the firſt place, I hope Gentlemen will acquit me of al 
x 3 motives in the part I now take, or in any which I 
ave lately engaged, Indeed it is well known that. I have 
ſome ſacrifices both on the ſcore of friendſhip and of intereſt, 
Nor does it hitherto appear that by my new line of con- 
dutt I have any where obtained an equivalent, At leaſt I 
think I may be permitted loudly to aſſert, that I have no 
finiſter intention whatſoever. That'I have no intercourle 
with any man or ſet of men public or powers whole prin- 
ciples or whole actions have as far as I can judge tended to 
the detriment of my country or any of my countrymen ; and 
that in ſeparating myſelf from thole Gentlemen with whom 
I had always been uſed to act on the queſtion of War and 
Peace, I have conducted mylelf in a fair, open, and con- 
ſciencious manner, ſtrictly within my duty as a Member of 
Parliament, and my honour as a Gentleman, | |

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Nov, Sir, to come more immediately to the ſubject of my 
intended Motion, I flatter mylelf I ſhall not be deemed to 
convey any offenſive meaning, if I expreſs myſelf to have 
felt very great ſurpriſe, when, on- the 4th of this month, 
RICHARD BROTHERS Was-taken up by a warrant from the 
Secretary of State, and, as I have been told, by the Meſſen- 
ger in whoſe cuſtody he now is, on ſuſpicion of Treaſonable 
Practices. I ſay, I may well be ſurpriſed, becauſe I, ho am 
conſcious that not a thought, word, or action of my life, ever 
had the remoteſt' tendency towards ſuch crimes, had been, 
for near two months-back, in the habit of ſeeing him very 
frequently, without perceiving in him the ſlighteſt ſymptom - 
that could indicate any bad deſigns; - and becauſe T had 
latterly obſerved that his houſe, in the forenoon, was con- 
ſtantly filled with perſons of quality and fortune of both 
ſexes, and the ſtreet crouded with their carriages—none of 
which perſons, I apprehend, would have once thought of 


paying him a ſingle viſit, much leſs of repeating it, if they 


could have conceived that they were foſtering, encouraging, 


aiding, and abetting a traitor, Government, therefore, 


muſt have ſome peculiar information on the ſubje&, of 
which both I and the perſons to whom I allude, may be 


. ſuppoſed ignorant; and, while I bow with the moſt unfeign- 


ed ſubmiſlion to the authority of the State, I hope to be in- 
*dulged with ſpeaking of Mr. Bzotuzrs in. regard to 


tat which I do know, 


As a private man, Mr, BxoTaExs is certainly a moſt un- 
exceptionable character; and I] have heard he was always 
much reſpected and eſteemed in the Navy, To his affability, 

moderation, and good ſenſe in ſociety, it is impoſſible but 


all thoſe who have viſited him muſt bear concordant - 


teſtimony. 

But he has written two very extraordinary books.,—Aye, 
Sir, there's the.rub. The man was very well apart from his 
pen and ink, but when he mounted on the Pegaſus of Pro- 
phecy, he has galloped over all our heads, at the riſk, every 
moment, of daſhing out our brains, together with his own. 
Perhaps, for indeed I ſpeak only by conjetture, perhaps, L 
lay, theſe books may be the cauſe of his preſent detention, 
But 1if.ſo, I may reaſonably expreſs my aſtoniſhment that 
they ſhould ſtill be permitted full and free circulation; ſo 
much io, that I can aſſure Gentlemen, from my own know- 
ledge, the ſale of them has moſt rapidly and inconcievably 
increaled ſince the confinement of their Author. Every man 
mu! feel that Treaſon ſhould not be permitted to diſſeminate 
itlelt in this manner, and therefore, finding that no obſtacle 
whatever has been oppoled tothe vent of thoſe publications, 
I muſt neceſſarily doubt, I ſay, whether or not they are the 


| _ real cauſe of Mr, BNoTRERS's impriſonment. At leall, hows

; ever, while: they are not proſecuted, nor even threatened 
I am at liberty, I conceive, to buy them, to read them, an 
to make my own comments on them, and to diſperſe them in 
* whatever manner I chule, and all without intending; much 
- leſs without giving-any offence to the Government of this 
country. 1 
- Theſe books, Sir, if I may be Tuppoſed ſufficiently compos 
mentis to form any judgment on the ſuþje&, appear to me to 
be founded on principle which every one of us acknowledge 
and avow, namely, the common broad principle of Chriſtia- 
nity, as it is contained in the Bible.—Chriſtianity, we all 
know. is ſubdivided into an innumerable multiplicity of 
ſects, who differ from each other in more or few ſubordinate 
articles. But they muſt all neceſſarily admit the interference, 
= in ſome ſhape or other, of God in the Government of the 
world, and the authenticity of the Scriptures on which all 
Chriſtianity depends, Now, though I do not ſay it is alto- 
ether orthodox, yet it certainly is not inadmiſſible in this 2 
— where a tranſlation of the whole Bible is pub- 
liſhed in dhe Vernacular tongue, by Royal authority, fe 
any m. build upon thoſe . Scriptures as a theory of his 
own, in conformity to that which he may conceive to be 
their true and recondite meaning, Always, however, I 
moſt implicitly. allow—in perfe& ſubmiſſion tothe laws and 
olice of the country, As a matter moſt in point, I ſhall beg 
— to inſtance the very numerous and very diſcordant 
commentaries which have been written more in this kingdom 
than in any other, on the Prophecies contained in the Old 
and New Teſtaments, I ſhall be bold to ſay, that by the 
very Canons of the Anglican Church, the authenticity of 
the Prophecies themſelves, is put out of all doubt, All the 
difference that can exiſt in opinion, mult neceſſarily be on 
the ſcore of interpretation. | | : 
One man finds the whole of their myſterious and hidden 
allufions to bear excluſively on Rouz, and another on 
Tux KkEvy. ',FRANCE is by ſome deemed the grand theatre of 
their denunciation; by others, perhaps, Germany or Po- 
land. But if one ſolitary individual happen to pitch on 
Great Britain as the deſtined ſpot for the elucidation of theſe 
enigmatical predictions, ſurely it is not unreaſonable that he 
ſhould requeſt cool and diſpaſſionate inveſtigation of the 
grounds of his aſſertion before you condemn him to fire and 
taggot. We have all heard, and thought that perſecutions 
for religious opinions was annihilated in England, and. that 
toleration was every where making a rapid progreſs. This 
toleration is what I now ſolicit; not immediately on 
Mr. BxoTuzRs's account, but on my own. I ſolicit it in 
the preſent inſtance for the few more minutes an which I ſhall

I have heard, but I really know it not on any certain 
authority, that Mr. BxoTitrs's arreſt proceeds from 
exprellion in one of the very laſt pages of the laſt edition of 
his book, dated a20th of February, relative to the KIS. 
It 1 may do it without offence, I will venture to read that 

Hage, and endeavoar to ſhew, that it contains no treaſona- 

le or inflammatory matter whatever, I have ſelected this 
Part eular paſſage, becauſe I have very good information, 
that the Jury impannelled to try him for inſanity, defired 
him to read it, aud ſay if he avowed it ; both of which he 
did: and really, Sir, any man may do the ſame, without 
any colour of ſuſpigion for treaſonable practices. Here it is: 
See page 210. The Lord God commands me to ſay to 
* you, George the Third, King of England, that imme- 
« diately on my being revealed in London to the Hebrews, 
« as their Prince, and to all nations as their Governor, 
* your Crown muſt be delivered up to me, that all your 
V power and authority may ceaſe,” anti 
Now, Sir, is it fair to ſay, that if I were to a pal- 
youre impoſſibility to ſuch a propoſition, I might make a fimi- 
ar demand on the King: I do not mean that it might not 
be deemed indecent or inſulting, but we ſee greater and 


more ſcandalous, liberties. taken every day with his Majeſty 


in pamphlets, newspapers, print-ſhops, &c. If, for in- 
ſtance, I were to aſſert, that on ſome future day, I ſhould 
aſcend to the top of St. Paul's, and from thence fly over 
London, and in light of all its inhabitants, to Weſtminſter 
Abbey, after which the King muſt ſeat me on his Throne, and 
kiſs my great toe—moſt people, I allow, would think me 
mad; but 1 certainly ſhould not dream of being apprehended 
for treaſon. What has Mr. BxoTazxs ſaid ?P—He has ſaid, 
that he ſhall be revealed to the people of London, by a ſign 
fimilar to that of Moſes, Say; turning a common hazel 
ſtick into a ſerpent, and re-inveſting it into a rod ; a fact full 
as impoſſible to all human comprehenſion as my flying from 
St. Paul's to Weſtminſter Abbey; and that he ſhall then be 
viſibly accompanied by an angel in the form of fire; after 
which, the King muſt do ſo and ſo.— = 

The whole, therefore, depends on the previous perform- 
ance of a fa&, which certainly no one Member of Adminis- 
tration deems within the verge of poſſibility. I muſt honest-- 
Iv confeſs, that in this inſtance the very oppoſite conſtruc- 
tion to that of treaſonable intention appears ſelf-evident ; 
the prophet engages to accompliſh his part of the miracle 
firſt, after which, he ſays, the King will perform the ſecond 
miracle, namely, hand his crown to an obſcure individual,

the inference I, pretend to draw from this circumſtance, is 
the follow ing; if the aſſerted miſſion of this prophet be true, 
and if he be deſtined to perform the miracle alluded to, his 
prefent imprifonment will be no obſtacle at all. If there be 
no foundation for his predictions, I think an innocent m. 
is made ufeleſsly to ſuffer for a mental deluſion, which di; 
not require ſuch ſeverity. For without being an enthuſiaſt, 
I hope I may for once apply a couple of verſes from the book. 
which we all profeſs to hold in veneration : they are the goth 
and 39th verſes of the gth chapter of Acts. For if this 
counſebor this work be of men, it will come to nought : but 
if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it.” And here it may 
not be unreaſonable to remark, that Mr. Bzotyers had 
actually renounced ſeeing all indiſcriminate viſitors two days 
before he was arreited by order of Government, and-to this 
circumſtance he alludes in one of the laſt paſ ages of his 
book, ſo that in ſa& if he had been guilty of any treaſonable _ 
practices, he had anticipated the intentions of Government, 
by a voluntary renunciation of Government; and I preſume

that it was never adopted by the whole church, or made an 


article of the eſtabliſhed creed in any nation. 


About the middle of the fourth century the Millenarians | 


held the following tenets ; | 
Ijſt. That the city of Jeruſalem ſhould be rebuilt, and that 
the land of Judea ſhould be the habitation of thoſe who are 


to reign on earth one thouſand years. | 
' 24, That the firſt reſurrection s not to be confined to the 
martyrs, but that after the fall. of Antichriſt all the juſt were 


to riſe, and all that were on the earth were to continue for 
that ſpace of time, 


gd, That Chriſt ſhall then- come down from Heay en, an a 


be ſeen on earth, and reign there with his ſervants. 


th. That the ſaints, during this pEriol, ſhall enjoy all the 
delights of a terreſtrial paradiſe. * | 

* Theſe opinions were founded upon ſeveral paſſages of 
Scripture, which the Millenarians, among the fathers, un- 
derſtood in no other than a literal ſenſe; but which the mo- 


| derns, who hold that opinion, confider as partly literal and 
partly metaphorical. Of theſe paſſages, that upon which 
the greateſt ſtreſs has been laid is the following: And 1 


Jaw another angel come down from Heaven, having the key of 
the bottomleſs pit, and great chain in his hand. And he lard 
hold on the Dragon, that old ſerpent, which is the Devil and 
Satan, and bound tim A 1HOUSAND YEARS, and cast 
hum into the bottomleſs pit, and fhut him up, end ſet a ſeas 
upon him, that he ſhould deceive the nations no more till the 
THOUSAND YEARS fhall be fulfilled, and after that he muſt 
be looſed a lit th ſeaſon. And I ſaw thrones, and they ſat upon 
them, and judgment was, given unto them, and I ſaw the 2 
of them that were beheaded for the wit ness of Feſus, and for 
the word of God, and which had not worſhipped the beaſt, 
neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or tn their hands, and they lived and reigned with ' 
Chriſt a THOUSAND YEARS. But the reſt of the dead 
lived not again until the THOUSAND YEARS WERE F- 
NISHED. Thus ts the firſt reſurrection.“ Rev. xx, 1 5»

The mo- 
derns, on the other hand, conſider the . and pleaſure of 
this kingdom as wholly ſpiritual, and they repreſent them as 
not to commence t ill after the conflagration of the preſent 
earth, But that this laſt ſuppoſition is a miſtake the very 
next verſe but one evinces; for it is there ſaid that“ when the

IK 1 5 | 
A Calculation on. the Commencement of the 
3 Millennium, 
M< Brothers has taken much pains to adjuſt and aſcer- 
tain the Biblg chronology. He gives it in detail at the 
opening of his firſt book, and alludes to it in ſeveral parts of 
the ſecond, as holding out to men an evident proof that the 
time for the completion of ancient prophecies, and the re- 
corded period for the execution of God's Judgments is reall 
arrived. But the connection between the age of the world, 
Viz. 591g years, in A. D. 1794, and this predetermined reſo- 
lut ion of the Almighty, is by no means apparent at firſt ſight, 
8 or to a curſory obſerver. Something more is certainly ne- x 
| ceſſary to develope the myſtery, and the following is an at- 
tempt to elucidate it by computation, 2 
Alluſions to the Millennium are to be found in all patts of 
Scripture; and the doctrine generally received is, thay the 
| Moſaic account of the creation of the world is a prophetical 
type of of its duration: taking (according to St. Peter, and 
Epi. chap, iii. ver. 8.) one thouſand years for one day. So 
that we are to underſtand the world to have been deſtined to 
laſt 6000 years under the yoke of labour and tribulation, 
(metaphoncally ſignified by the labours of God in the 51x days 
of creation) and one thoufand years under- that diſpenſation 
which is typified by God's reſting on the Sabbath · day, and 
which 1s called Chriſt's Kingdom, or the Kingdom of Hea.
